WASHINGTON (AP) — Civil 


rights groups called today on 
the Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare to cut off 
funds from hospitals which have 
failed to 'comply with federal 
requirements that they stop dis- 
criminatory practices. 


The legal defense and educa- 


tion fund of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, in a memoran- 
dum prepared for a news con- 
ference, charged that the de- 
partment "has in no case sought 
to cut off federal funds" from 
hospitals or state medical agen- 
cies which failed to drop dis- 
criminatory 
practices 
despite 


filing written statements they 
had done so. 


235 Complaints 


It said at least 235 complaints 


against segregation by hospitals 
receiving 
federal funds have 


been filed. 


But only four Mississippi hos- 


pitals which refused to sign the 
compliance statements required 
by Title VI of the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act have been denied 
federal funds, the memorandum 
Stated. 


It called on the department to 


deny any funds from the new 
federal health care program to 
hospitals which discriminate. If 
this is done, the statement add- 
ed, "we predict an end to most 
of the discriminatory practices 
of Southern hospitals."

Johnson has to be concerned 


to some extent about the anti- 
war groups in this country be- 
cause, although to a limited de- 
gree, they reflect divided opin- 
ion in this country. 
.. He may feel it necessary 
to 


keep them in mind as he pon- 
ders actions to win the war, ac- 
tions which will have to be more 
drastic than any taken so far if 
the war is to be finished. 


But his real political problem 


at home will be the Republicans 
if the war drags. This week 
their congressional leaders and 
some of their governors issued a 
unanimous declaration urging 
Johnson to stronger action. 


The Republicans climbed on

months after the start of the 
Korean War in 1950. which was 
a congressional election year. 
They made a declaration then 
and".made the war an election 
issue. 


They continued making it an 


issue all through 1951 and it 
boiled over in the 1952 presiden- 
tial campaign which Dwight D. 
Eisenhower won after promis- 
ing to go to Korea if elected. 


The desire to deprive the Re- 


publicans of an issue would, by 
itself, be a big incentive for 
Johnson to redouble his efforts 
next year to settle the war.

Laboratory Results, White Sands Tests Prove 


Even if Surface Loose, Sinking Not Likely 


SUNNYVALE, Calif. (AP) — 


The moon's surface probably is 
a loose layer of fine sand-like 
material. The stuff is at least 10 
feet and possibly "tens of me- 
ters" deep.

moon landings in their Apollo 
spacecraft, say Donald E. Gault 
and William L. Quaide, scien- 
tists at the National Aeronautics 
and

Match Moon 


Gault, a 20-year veteran in 


NASA aerodynamics research. 
and Quaide, a geologist, base 
their theory on laboratory ex- 
periments by which they closely 
matched the moon crater pic- 
tures transmitted to earth by 
the Ranger spaceships. 


The laboratory results were 


confirmed in field tests with 
missiles impacting into target 
areas at White Sands proving 
ground in New Mexico. 


With Ames laboratory guns, 


they fired glass projectiles into 
15-by 18-inch targets of ground 
quartz, pumice, and carborun- 
dum at angles ranging from 
vertical to 15 dgerees. 
vertical to 15 degrees. 


Their purpose was to simulate 


as debris by the impact of a 
primary body—a meteorite or 
tiny micrometeorite. 


Compared with the tremen- 


dous speeds of meteorites hur- 
tling in from space, the second- 
ary debris fragments move at 
very low velocities.

WITH U.S. NAVY off Viet 


Nam (AP) — Hours of waiting 
sharpened the Marines' nerves 
like a whetstone run along the 
blade of a new hunting knife. 


The riflemen b r a c e d them- 


selves 
casually 
against 
the 


heavy rolling of the ships in the 
task group. They wrote letters 
to family or sweethearts, wor- 
ried silently, played cards, or 
tried to talk their nervousness 
away. Few succeeded. 


Destroyers, a helicopter car- 


rier and attack 
troop ships 


Bowled off Viet Nam waiting to 
aunch an amphibious assault 
against a part of the central 
coast held by the Viet Cong. 


A small tropical storm was 


spinning toward Green Beach, 
he assault point. Rumors flood- 
ed the lower holds where the 
young Marines were stacked in 
•acks of bunks four high. 


Issue Rations 


"1 heard from the skipper we 


may go tomorrow," a corporal 
old one group. 


"Maybe so," replied a gun- 


nery sergeant, "if they issue the 
combat rations and ammo to- 
night, we'll know for sure." 


They didn't. Instead, a prac- 


tice assault was ordered for 6 
a.m. against the beach at Chu 
Lai, one of three Marine beach- 
heads in Viet Nam. The sched- 
uled practice involved one bat- 
talion of Vietnamese marines 
who had never made a hell for 
leather landing assault in small 
boats. 
They were extremely 


edgy about the operation even 
before the bad weather blew in. 
Many were-seasick. 


"There's a hell of a surf out 


there now. But wait until D 
Day. those swells 'will smash 
right 
over the small boats," 


said a veteran of World War II. 


Boats Sinking 


He added knowingly. "Except 


at places like Tarawa, more 
people got it from boats sinking 
than from enemy fire on the 
beach." 


That cheered practically no 


one in C Hold. Most were teen- 
agers or just into their 20s. 


When the practice assault 


ended the Marines were not per- 
mitted on .deck. There wasn't 
enough room and there wasn't 
anything to see anyway. 


Rain and mist shrouded the 


South China Sea as the tail 
group moved north toward the 
point where the Amtracs—ar- 
mored amphibious 
personnel 


carriers—and infantry landing 
craft would be launched. 


As night fell, a blackout was 


ordered. More letters, many 
more letters, were written. Talk 
became a bit more edgy. Com- 
pany commanders prepared for 
final briefings. 


Chaplain's Prayer 


The ship's loudspeaker crack- 


led to life and the chaplain's 
night prayer began. 


Nearly 
all 
the 
Marines 


stopped in their tracks and most 
bowed as the chaplain asked 
God "to protect those who on 
the morrow must walk into the 
valleys of danger." 


The swells increased but the 


Marines 
finally 
crawled 
into 


their bunks. They fell asleep 
spreadeagled. b r a c i n g them- 
selves with hands and feet so 
they would not be pitched out of 
bunks. Some slept on the floors 
of the Amtracs. 


At 4 p.m., battle stations 


sounded. The men had breakfast 
of hot Navy chow, mailed letters 
and made a final check of 
equipment. 


Some gave a wistful glance at 


their Navy bunks. The coming 
assault would mean days of 
sleeping in the rain and trudg. 
ing through rice paddies. 


Pep Talk 


Men of the first assault wave 


had heard a pep talk before 
Taps from their company com- 
mander, Capt. Fred L. Tolleson 
of San Antonio, Texas. 


"Remember, we were picked 


for this job because we're No. 1. 
You can do anything. I don't 
know what we'll hit tomorrow, 
but don't forget, whatever it is, 
each man must do his job no 
matter what," he said. 


The loudspeaker blared or- 


ders to load the Amtracs. When 
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the front ramps opened again it 
would be on the white sand. 


While other American Leath- 


ernecks and the 
Vietnamese 


clambered down cargo nets into 
the Mike boats—open infantry 
landing 
craft—the 
Amtracs 


nosed into position on an assault 
line facing the beach. Then the 
line started forward. Inside. 
Marines waited. 


Into Surf 


Suddenly the small plexiglass 


ports turned gray and water 
began 
streaming 
in through 


hatches that were not water- 
tight. The Amtracs were in the 
surf and the heavy waves sub- 
merged them for several sec- 
onds at a time. 


Then their treads bit into the 


sand and after a short run onto 


the beach, the ramps clanged 
down. Yelling Marines charged 
out to set up a perimeter in the 
nearby treeline. 


The landing was unopposed 


this time, and only scattered 
sniper shots were heard. No 
boats were lost in the surf. 


The Marines plan more and 


possibly bigger landings in the 
future. The Viet Cong may not 
always fade so easily.

Automatic knives weigh about

Clean Carefully 


Be sure to unplug the knife

Because most units 
aien't water-tight, remove the 
blades when washing and wipe 
the unplugged unit clean with a 
damp cloth. Also, be sure that 
both cord and unit carry the 
Underwriters' Laboratories seal 
of approval.

It's impor- 
tant that the blades fit so 
closely together that food won't 
lodge beween them.

Investigate replacement 
costs before you buy. Costs vary 
by several dollars. Blades of a 
tungsten carbide combination 
retain sharpness longer than 
stainless steel blades; this is 
important 
because 
serrated 


knives 
can't 
be 
sharpened. 


Tapered and narrow blades are 
best for cutting around bones. 


Note Balance 


Handle the knife before you 


buy 
it 
Check its balance, 


especially if you are considering 
a battery-operated knife. 


Operate the control for re- 


moving and inserting blades to 


determine ease and conven- 
ience. Handle blades carefully. 
The control for operating the 
appliance should be in a conven- 
ient spot to handle. If you are 
allowed to try the knife, notice 
whether it is easy to guide. This 
factor depends partly on bal- 
ance. If speed is important to 
you. check it, as some knives 
are slower than others. 


Because of the higher cost of 


your automatic knife, check the 
box, holder or case the manu- 
facturer provides for storage to 
see that it will protect 
blades when you aren't using 
the knife.
